Story of the Double Lynching. 

The double lynching which aroused the 
‘gnti-negro.sentiment in Cairo culminating in 
the mob outbreak last night took place on the 
might of Nov. 11 last. 

The body of Miss Anna Pelley had been 
_ found in an alley and there was evidence that 
che had been 1 and murdered. 

WwWuüllaam (“ ggie) James, a negro, was 
Arrested on suspicion after a hunt for the 


murderer in which bloodhounds were used. 


At night a mob formed and took James 
_ from the jail. He was hanged in the public 
“square and his body riddled with bullets. 

The mob, which numbered thousands, also

After careful consideration of the decision 
of the Supreme court of Illinois, invalidating

Seeks tc Free Prisoner. 

That attempt will be made to free à lot 
of prisoners is probable. In fact. one such 
effort was put under way by John F. Tyrrell 
who applied for a writ of habeas corpus for 
George W. Heller, now serving. an indeter- 
minate sentence for manslaughter. Tyrre!l, 
who is assisted by Knight, Reid & Godman, 
attorneys for Josep A. Joyce, contends his 
client is entitled to freedom. He says 127 
other persons, serving sentences for the same 
offense under this act, are entitled to liberty 

Judges of the Circuit and Superior courts 
will hold a meeting today to decide what 
action to take regarding the sentencing of 
persons found guilty and probably will con- 
sider the attitude of the lower courts in the 
matter of resentencing priseners who apply 
for a writ of habeas corpus and are remanded 
by the Supreme court. 

Judge Barnes, late in the e- ening, issued a 
writ of habeas cofpus for Earl J. Dennis, who 
is serving an indeterminate sentence for 
manslaughter, and the argumerts will be 
heard today. 

State’s Attorney Wayman frankly says he 
has not made up his mind what to do. Charles 
W. Hadley, from DuPage county, who is 
president of the Illinois State’s Attorneys’ as- 
sociation, came to Chicago to consult with 
Mr. Wayman and also with Thomas D. 
Knight and Frank Reid, the attorneys for 
Joyce. He has called a meeting of the execu- 
tive committee of the State’s Attorneys’ asso- 
ciation for tomorrow to consider the matter. 


Wayman Cautions His Assistants. 


In actual court procedure, State’s Attorney 


Wayman cautioned his assistants to allow 
no more men to be sent to the penitentiary 
until the form of the mittimus was changed. 
He issued instructions as follows: 

Under the decision of the Supreme court 
the jury must fix the punishment in man- 
slaughter cases, and the court upon plea of 
guilty. No more defendants must be sent to 
the penitentiary until the changes in the 


form of the mittimus have been made to 


conform to the dec:ston of the Supreme court. 
In giving forms of verdict in murder cases, 
also include a form for manslaughter, leav- 
ing blanks for term of years to be Allied in 
by the jury.” 

In the trial of Edward Collins, found guilty 
before Judge McEwen, the court instructed 
the jurx to fix the penalty under the old law, 
section 444 of the eriminal code. The jurors 
fixed the determinate sentence of ten years 
in the penitentiary. 

Calls Decision a Calamity. 

The decision was viewed as a calamity by 
Prof. Charles R. Henderson. His first state- 
ment. made upon the publication of the de- 
cision, Was that the overthrow of the parole 
law ought not to cause much grief.

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CALL WHEELER PANDERS’ AID 


Farwell Charges Say Inspector 
Sent Witness Out of City. 


POLICE OFFICIAL DENIES II. 


Judge Fake Takes Blame; May Have 
Been Misled as to Age. 


Charges were filed with Chief of Police 
Steward by Arthur Burrage Farwell, presi- 
dent of the Chicago Law and Order league, 
yesterday against Inspector John Wheeler, 
in which the police official is accused of 
aiding two women to escape conviction on the 
charge of pandering by sending the only 
witness in the case out of the state. 

A dozen typewritten pages of alleged in- 
terviews with Inspector Wheeler accom- 
panied Mr. Farwell’s report to Chief Steward. 
The case is that of Helen Ropp, 17 years 
old, who was rescued by her brother from 
the house at 2028 Armour avenue Jan. 12. 
Maude Lester and Daisy Elliott were arrest- 
ed and charged with luring the girl to Chi- 
cago from Indianapolis to place her in the 
Armour avenue house. 

Both women were acquitted before Munic- 
wal Judge Fake Jan. 20. Helen Ropp failed 
to appear against them and the only wit- 
nesses were the two accused women. Both 
testified that the girl went to the house of 
her own accord. 


Wheeler Puts Blame on Judge. 
Inspector Wheeler last night denied that he 
had sent Helen Ropp out of the state, and 
said that Judge Fake had charge of the case 
and had turned the girl over to her mother. 
Judge Fake said that the inspector’s ver- 


would assume the responsibility far her non- 
appearance at the hearing, but that he may 
have been misled about hér age. 

“The girl told me that she came to Chi- 
cago of her own volition, that she was 20 
years old, and had been in the same kind of 
place in Indiana,“ said Judge Fake. ‘I sent 
her back to Indianapolis when her mother 
promised that she would look after her in 
the future and keep her out of such places. 

Clifford G. Roe, according to Mr. Farwell, 
sent an investigator to Indianapolis to find 
out the truth about the girl’s age and that 
upon looking up the birth records he dis- 
covered that she was not yet 18 years old. 


Tell of Visit to Inspector. 

Miss Gail Myers and Miss Naomi Anderson, 
investigators from Mr. Farwell’s office, be- 
came interested in her case, and asked per- 
mission to visit her in the Harrison street 
annex and try to induce her to lead a better 
life, according to one of the documents sent 
to Chief Steward. 

Miss Myers’ account of what occurred when 
she went to see Inspector Wheeler is made a 
part of Mr. Farwell's report. She says that 
after asking Inspector Wheeler for permis- 
sion to visit the Ropp girl he answered: 

I won't let any of your crowd in there. I 
wen 70%. to understand that we officers are 
capable of taking care of our owmaffairs; we 
are looking after things down here in the red 
light district and don’t need any help from 
any of you.” 

Miss Myers reports that the following con- 
versation took place when Inspector Wheeler 
came into the room where she was taiking 
with Judge Fake and the Ropp girl: 

Judge Fake—We might as well let her go. 

Inspector Wheeler—No. I won't let her go 
out. These people get these girls out and 
tell them not to talk to the police, and then we 
can't get the evidence we want. 

Judge Fake—Well, if Inspector Wheeler 
won't let her go, I can't interfere with his

17.—Senator Jef- 
ferson Davis of Arkansas startled the senate 
today with the declaration that he would like 
to see John D. Rockefeller consigned to per- 
dition. and burned in flames caused by the

Oil company. — 

The Arkansan spoke in opposition to a bill 

authorizing an of] amd gas pipe line across 
ic lands of his state. Accusing Mr. 
sponsor of the bill, of having a busi- 
ness connection withthe Standard pany, 
he engaged in a spirited colloquy. with that 
senator. 2 

The bill had been passed at a previous ses- 
gion of the senate and was recalled by Mr. 
Owen to accommodate the Arkansan. 

Mr. Owen denied all connection with the 
Standard Oil company, and said that the oil 
in Oklahoma could be taken out only through 
pipe lines crossing Arkansas. On the pas- 
sage of the bill Mr, Davis cast the only nega- 


tive vote. N 
Sees Standard Behind Bill. 

Mr. Davis assefted the bill was in the inter- 
est of the Prairie Creek Oil and Gas com- 
pany. which, he said, was a branch of the 
Standard Oj! company. Believing this to be, 
thé truth, he dectared that he could not sit 
idly by and allow to be passed a bill which 
was in direct conflict with the anti-trust law 
of his state. 

This law, be said, had proved to be effective, 
while the Sherman federal anti-trust law had 
done absolutely nothing to check the grasp 
and greed of the Standard Oil company. He 
had not forgotten the verdict for $29,000,000, 
he declared, but that had vanished as the 
frost before the sun. Hence, he concluded 
that the provision requiring compliance with 
the Sherman law was a mere sop to catch 
the votes of senators. who would not openly 
east their votes in favor of the set of thieves 
and robbers’ which constitutes the Standard 
Oil compeny.”’

Testimony Indicates That Bridge 
Men Were Forced to 
Bribe or Fall. 


Albany, N. v., Feb. 17.—S. Fred Nixon's 
was the third ‘name that Senator Benn Con- 
ger says Hiram G. Moe wrote on one of the 
envelopes in which they carried $6,000 to the 
state capitol nine years ago to buy protection 
for the bridge companies. The name of the 
former speaker of the assembly, announced 
today by Conger on the stand, completes the 
trio. Speaker Nixon's envelope, according 
to Conger, like Senator Jotham P. Allds“, 
held $1,000. The remainder of the fund, 
84.000, was ‘In the envelope given to Nixon's 
enero’ Assemblyman Jean Larue Bur-. 
nett. 

These were the revelations that marked 
the closing minutes of the state’s investiga- 
tion of the bribery charges this afternoon, 
But the disclosures had been so far discount- 
ed by rumor and expectation that the an- 
nouncement of Nixon’s name and the thrill- 
ing legal skirmishes leading up to it were 
only an incident in an afternoon full of sur- 
prises. 


Paves Way for More Scandals. 

Nixon is dead, and Burnett is dead, and of 
Allds, the only living member of the trio, his 
accuser has told the worst he can have to 
say. But there are other graft investiga- 
tions to come, and today’s proceedings yield- 
7 a rich harvest of evidence on which to bese 
them. 

According to Conger, from 1901 to 1905 a 
systematic campaign was conducted at Al- 
bany against the treasury of the bridge com- 
panies. For three years the companies paid 
tribute. n 1905 notice came from Albany 
that it would be to their interests to forward 
to the capitol $10,000.

O pass. But in 1906 the legislature passed a 
highway act which placed on the statute 
books a provision against which the bridge 
combination long had contended. As a re- 
sult of this law 60 per cent of the bridge 
com panies were forced out of business in 
New York state. j 
Allds’ accuser was on the stand all day, and 
this was his story. He told it under cross 
examination, and Allds’ attorneys seemed 
ready to let him tell it. Their purpose appar- 
ently was to brand Conger as a giver of 
bribes, as a representative of the bridge in- 
terests in the legislature, and to show that 
he was actuated to bring against Allds the 
charges the senate now is investigating by a 
desire for ‘revenge for Allds’ hostility to the 
business interests where Conger had invested 
money. 


Conger Is Ready Witness. 

Conger followed their lead with a readiness 
that can be explained by a desire to convince 
his colleagues that he would not have han- 
dled bribe money unless he and his business 
associates had been held up by legislators 
and that the bridge interests in the past had 
to choose between blackmail and ruin. 

The announcement of Speaker Nixon's 
name came within five minutes of adjourn- 
ment. As when he revealed Burnett's name, 
Conger refused to answer the question pro- 
pounded by Attorney Carr until the chairmen 
had directed and his own counsel had so ad- 
vised him.

For the first eight months the fare will be

this fixed rate being made as a test. The 
maximum rate of fare allowable during the 
term of the grant—twenty-five years—is 4 
cents cash or seven tickets for 25 cents. 

A street railway commissioner, to be paid 
$40,000 a year out of the company’s earnings 
for his.salary and expenses, acts as the ad- 
viser of the city in the regulation of service 
and fares, and is given perpetual access to 
the company’s books, Gerhard M. Dahl, for- 
mer lleutenant of Senator La Follette in Wis- 
consin, has been named for this place, 

The 3 cent rate of fare goes into oper- 
ation tomorrow. 


Johnson Beaten in Fight Last Year.

Shows No Disposition to 
Grant Needed Funds in 
Corporation Tax Mixup. 


| PROGRAM IS ‘DO NOTHING.’ 


Cannon and Tawney Said to Have 
Agreed to Shelve the 
Taft Request. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT |} 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 17.—[{Special.}— 
Corporation reports will not be made puhilic, 
Congress will not appropriate $50,000, or even 
5 cents, to give effect to the publicity clause 


of the corporation tax law. , 

The correspondent of Tun Taten 
searched industriously through the capitol! 
today for a legislator who was championing 
that appropriation or who expected that it 
would be made. Nat one advocate of public- 
ity appeared. Co../reseman Tawney did not 
hasten to call a spécial meeting of his appro- 
priations committee to make the $50,000 im- 
mediately availabdie. 

It even was said that the word had passed 
between Speaker Cannon and Mr. Tawney 
that this proposed appropriation for publicity 
would ornament excellently one of their 
choicest pigeon holes. 

Congress never was enamored of the presi- 
dent s corporation tax. Least of all did it 
like that publicity clause. It took its medi- 
cine with g wry face because the presidential 


doctor prescribed it. 


Situation Is 

When J. M. Glenn and his fellows of the 
Illinois Manufacturers’ association demand, 
ed the repeal of the tax, it was denied because 
it was hdrd to grant the request in the face 
of the president's desire for publicity, But 
the congressiona! heart went out to the cor- 
poration pleaders, Now the situation is dif- 
ferent. It requires affirmative legislation, 
which ia directly intended to make trouble 
for the corporations. Congress sees its op- 
portunity. Merely to do nothing will satisfy 
and the organization headed by Speaker Can- 
non, through long training, knows how to do 
nothing. 

President Taft and his administration offi- 
ciale have made a do nothing course easy for 
congress. In defense of this, his first inde- 
pendently conceived policy to be enacted into 
law. the president merely wrote a letter to 
a member of his cabinet. He suggested to 
Secretary MacVeagh, not that he would write 
a message to congress urging that the appro- 
priation be made, but that the secretary 
should write a letter submitting an estimate. 

Such letters go to congress by the bale. 
Nominaly they are addressed to the speaker 
of the house. Really, the speaker never sees 
them. This particular letter was not even 
read by the speaker's secretary. It was 
ground through the customary routine and 
never will come to light again until the com- 
mittee on destruction of worthless public 
documents makes another report. Inquiry 
today at the White house developed that the 
president is not preparing a message to urge 
congressional action. He has washed his 
hands of the matter. 


Aids Do Nothing“ Course. 

Tune form of the application also is intended 
to make it easy for congress to do nothing. 
The letters specifically state that failure to 
mace an appropriation will affect only the 
publicity clause of the tax. The fact is that 
all the executive work to be done in Wash- 
ington affecting the corporation tax is in 
precisely the same situation as that of the 
publicity clause. The clerical work of ex- 
amining,. recording, and filing the returns 
will de done under general appropriatians of 
the bureau of internal revenue. 

The labor incident to making the publicity 
clause effective also could be done under this 


| general appropriation. This fs frankly ad- 


mitted at the treasury department. But the 
executive branch of the government says 
that it is physically impossibie, with its pres- 
ent force and appropriation, to look after the 
returns of 400,000 corporations, and also make 
arrangements to give those returns publicity. 

In making a choice as to which it will do 
without seeking an emergency appropriation 
it chooses the heavy clerical work. It takes 
the ground that of the two the publicity 
clause must stand aside. 

The law of 1882 and its application to this 
problem came as a great boon to Attorney 
General Wickersham, who had been puzzling 
long as to the construction which should be 
given to that publicity clause. It is no se- 
eret that the attorney general wrote the 


clause himself. 


Controller Raises Issue. 

In the midst of this inquiry by the attorney 
general into the meaning of what he bad 
written, along came a report of the controller 
of the treasury raising thie question about 
the act of 1882. 

The commissioner of internal revenue had, 
concetved the need of additional room and 
help to enforce the publicity clause, The 
controller said the commissioner couldn't pay 
for them out of the $100,000. This was 
quickly passed along to the attorney gen- 
eral. 

That relieves the attorney general of trying 
to decide what he meant dy what he had 
written, for through originating a crying 
need for room and help the whole issue could 
be thrown back upon congress. So it wes 
definitely decided that congress should have 
an opportunity to say for itself what it meant 
by putting into law what Attorney General 
Wickersham had written. 


Publishers Urge Delay.

Washington, D. C., Feb, 17.—[{Special.}—In 
accordance with the wishes of Senator Lori- 
mer, President Taft toduy withdrew from 
the senate the reappointment of William A. 
Northcott as United States district attorney 
at Springfield, In. 

With this action the relations between Ben- 
ators Cullom and Lorimer on the question 
of Illinois patronage almost have reached 
the stage of open hostility 

Mr. Cullom knew — of the withdrawal 
of his political Meutenant’s name until the 
letter from the president reached the senate. 
The action on the part of the White house 
followed a call which Mr. Lorimer made on 
the president yesterday and another today. 

The move is regarded as a distinct victory 
ior Lorimer in the prelimins ry skirmishing 
for advantage in the division*of the Lilinois 
spoils of office. His friends are Jubilant over 
the incident, which, they declare, substitutes 
Mr. Cullom for Mr. Lorimer on the official 
anxious seat. 


Cullom to Ask Explanation. 


Senator Cullom appears to be somewhat 
worried by the turn of affairs. He will goto 
the White house tomorrow and attempt to 
obtain from the president an explanation of 
his unexpected action. 

The indications are that the day of reckon- 
ing between the two Illinois senators has 
been materially hastened. The reappoint- 
ment of Mr. Northcott will stand withdrawn 
pending a complete settlement of the clainis 
of each senator on the offices now vacant 
or that will become vacant in the next two 
years. 

If the division is eminently satisfactory to 
Mr. Lorimer, he may be induced to agree to 
the reappointment of Northcott. As matters 
stand at present Mr. Cullom desires above 
all things the retention of Northcott and 
aiso Wants the reappointment of Leon Town- 
send as United States marshal at Spring- 
field. Mr. Lorimer wants lieutenants of bis 
own placed in both these positions. 

Although Mr. 

with the president this week, he insistently 
denies he mentioned the Northeott appoint- 
ment at either one. He told Mr. Taft during 
the holidays, however, that he was opposed 
to Northcott but was willing to agree to 
the confirmation of Marshal Hitch and 
District Attorney Trautmann in the Danville 


district. 
Refuses Offer First Made. 


The president at that time offered to with- 
draw Northcott’s name in the interest of har- 
mony, but the senator did not request it be- 
cause of the prospect of a settlement of the 
whole patronage question. Later, Mr. Lort- 
mer found that Mr. Cullom would not yield 
to his demands for offices and then an inti- 
mation was conveyed to the president that 
a withdrawal of the Northcott appointment 
would be appreciated by the junior senator. 

An explanation of the president's action 
was refused at the White house. The let- 
ter sent to the senate merely announced the 
withdrawal of the appointment without giv- 
ing a reason. 

Mr. Lorimer now is willing to have Traut- 
mann and Hitch confirmed at any time, but 
Senator Cullom may hold up their appoint- 
ments until Northcott is disposed of. The 
only solution of the whole question is an 
agreement between the senators on their re- 
spective shares in the patronage.

Senator Lorimer was accompanied to the 
White house today by Representative Martin 
B. Madden and David L. Frank of Chicago. 
Lorimer and Madden talked to the president 
about the appointment of the prospective 


engineering commission to report on the

DON’T KNOW ‘BEEF TRUST” 


Independents Called Before Fed- 
eral Grand Jury Tell Their 
Views. 


Western railroads want more of the pack- 
ere money, and let it be known yesterday 
that they intend to advance freight rates on 
meats and live stock next month. The in- 
crease is in the nature of a declaration of in- 
dependence by the carriers. 

For years the great packing concerns, with 
their immense traffic and private car lines, 
pressed freight rates down to the minimum. 
Then, seven years ago, came the last straw. 
The Chicago Great Western railroad, with 
A. B. Stickney in command, entered into a 
long time contract with the packers, agree- 
ing to carry their products at reduced rates 
on consideration of their giving the line a 
specified tonnage. 5 

The Great Western has gone through a 
receivership and emerged minus Mr. Stick- 
ney, the contract has expired, the Hepburn 
law has put railroad traffic on a fair and 
above board basis, and now the charges are to 
go up. ts 

Advance Is 5 Cents a Hundred. 

‘On dressed meats and packing house prod- 
ucts the rates from Missouri river points will 
be put up 5 cents a hundred pounds; on stock 
the charge will be advanced 3% cents from 
Kansas City and St. Joseph. The increases 
amount to about one-fifth of a cent a pound 
on meats, All of the roads but two—the Alton 
and the Wabash—will join in the advance. 
The other lines say these two are welcome 
to the business at the old figures. 

The new, rates are a restoration of those in 
effect in 1902, and fix the charge on packing 
house products at 23% cents on local and 18% 
on through business. Some railroad men say 
the low rates of the Great Western contract 
were mainly responsible for the receivership 
of that line. The Great Western will not 
make its new meat tariffs effective until 
May 20, but those of the other roads take 
effect on March 21.

THe letter of Architect Perkins, which was 
not received by President Urion yesterday 
owing to his absence from his office in the 
board rooms, but will be received today, fol- 
lows: 

“TI acknowledge receipt or your notice of 
Feb. 16 of my suspension as architect of the 
board of education, in which you state as the 
grounds: 

1. Incempetency in the line of work as 


architect for the board of education.“ 

2. Extravagance in expenditures, main- 
tenance, and operation.’ 

“3, Insubordination, general in its terms.“ 

“ As i stated to you in your office yesterday, 
these charges are not specific—they are not in 
detail, and they are not such as enable me to 
prepare a defense. 

“I therefore, as suggested by you, write to 
request specific charges in detail, so that I 
may consult records, prepare my defense 
and arrange for witnesses, and I further 
e Hanae at least one week before the 


In case you do not decide to give such 
details as was done in the Haskell trial, I 
Will be obliged to assume that you and the 
trial committee will permit me to enter a 
general denial, similar in character to your 
charges, and to introduce matter and wit- 
nesses, whether they are directly germaine 
to your charges or not, and further, | shall 
expect the trial committee to give sufficient 
me to hear a concise statement of my ad- 

nistration. 


* Cites Lane Technical School. 

“ I shall, it not provided with details by you, 
prepare an answer tothe various items which 
you have given to the press, such, for in- 
stance, as the charge that I was guilty of 
extravagance at the Lane Technical High 
school. The price that you are reported to 
have given included the equipment. The 
building proper, the portion under my depart- 
ment, is one of the cheapest structures in 
this country—a fireproof skeleton construc- 
tion for 15 cents per cubic foot. The equip- 
ment I had nothing whatever to do with, ex- 
cept to make space for it. The records show, 
however, that the credit of this magnificent 
machinery is due partly to you, as you were 
on the committee that inquired into the bids | 
and recommended the letting of the con- 
tract. 

As for incompetency, I shall show my 

buildings and tables, comparing them with 
other buildings. 
As for office department expenses, I shall 
show the circumstances for which I was 
not responsible and their effect upon those 
expenses. 

In regard to ineubordination, I now ask 
you to point to a single order from the board 
or the buildings and grounds committee with 
which I failed to comply. In addition I as- 
wert that I have followed the directions of 
members so far as possible under board 
orders and under conditions of building. I 
Shall show, if I have to, that I have received 
suggestions from board members that would 
tend to incur unnecessary expense and to 
buliding improperly. *

de through the agency of the sanitary dis- 
trict. That body has the funds and the 
needed engineering facilities to carry on 
dock development, provided it can secure the 
needed enabling legislation from the general 
assembly now in session. As the agency that 
has constructed the channel, here would 
be much propriety in making the sanitary 
district the dock authority for the area com- 
prised ir the city of Chicago. 7 
The sanitary district is a businesslike 
organisation possessing the equipment to 
undertake and manage a public improvement 
of this character. Ultimately we all desire 
to see the sanitary district and the city of 
Chicago united in a single governing author- 
ity, but so long as the sanitary district ex- 
ists I can see no objection to giving it work 
to do, nor can I see that conferring this func- 
tion upon the sanitar~ district would mili- 
tate against ultimate unification ef govern 
ing bodies in this community. 


Urges Mayor to Support Plan. 

“Having come to the view that the only 
hope for early development of needed dock- 
age facilities in Chicago is through the utili- 
zation for that purpose ot the sanitary dis- 
trict, I am writing to urge you to take the 
same view of the matter and give your sup- 
port to the pending legislation at Springfield 
to enable the sanitary district to undertake 
the work of dock development in Chicago. 

Inasmuch ag I am continually asked my 
views on this subject and in order to clearly 
set them forth, I must give thie letter to 
the press. 

Explaining rurther his views at given in 
the letter, Mr. Bwen said he believed that if 
the state legislature empowered the sanitary 
district to build the docks, Chicago would 
have a new harbor in actual working order 
ine for N Season ef 1912. 

Ow the sanitary district has the money 
—$4,000,000—and can go ahead in the build- 
ing of the docks,’’ he said. I believe that 
it is not the intention to build a complete sys- 
tem of docks, at first; as has been suggested.

docks. d first probably one of the 


System Would Expana Gradually. 

In this way thedocks could meet the com- 
merce gradually. There are a good many 
companies which own, or lease, docks in the 
river, and those companies would not be 
willing to relinquish their facilities there at 
first. With one dock the overflow could be 
taken care of. 

Then, as the commerce gradually centered 
in the docks which the sanitary district 
would build, the companies owning or leasing 
wharves in the rivers gradually would come 
to this shipping hub. 

“In this way the commerce gradually 
would be concentrated out in the sanitary 
district docks, As this goes on other docks 
could be bullt. and ultimately enough could 
be constructed to take care not only all of 
the city’s present commerce, but all of that 
which increased and better facilities would 
invite. There unquestionably would be a 
large increase. 

“I believe it would be a- matter of only a 
short time before the city could have such a 
harbor. If the sanitary district should be 
empowered by the legislature, the plans for 
the docks could be completed by the end of 
the summer. 


Could Begin Work Next Spring. 

All of next winter the piles could be cut 
and early in the spring the actual building of 
the dock or docks could begin. Probably by 
the end of 1911 they would be finished. At 
least they would be ready for the opening of 
the lake reason of 1912. 

In the meantime the leases with the ship 
companies could be mede ready.

‘the judges of the stafe, the council is independ- 
ent of the king and parliament, and is irremov- 
able. 


Local Government. 


Local government in Servia is by means of 
communes, divided into rural and urban.’ Com- 
munes have a double function: First, as inde- 
pendent entities, with full control over their 
own affairs; secondly, as integral parts of the 
state, performing only functions which affect 
all the communes. Every Servian must’ have 
an official residence. He must be a member of 
a commune. He may remove from one com- 
mune to another, but may be refused admis- 
sion if he has been forbidden to remain in the 
commune which he has just left, if he cannot 
support himself or his family, if he ig not of 
good character. 

State control over the communes is of two 
kinds: direct by the minister of the interior; in 
questioné of legal executions or legal enact- 
ments communal authority is only the associ- 
ate or auxiliary of the power of the state. 
There are in all Servia 1,407 communes. These 
include 4,276 villages and 85 towns. Thirteen 
per cent of the entire population is rural. 


Only 390 Miles of Railroad. af 


Servia has a total sellroad mileage of 390 
miles, nearly all in the one main line, which ex- 
tends southward from the capital through Nish 
and Vranye to the Macedonian frontier. She 
also has about 3,500 miles of highway, said to 
be in poor condition generally. If one may judge 
from the streets of Belgrade, their condition 
must be pitiable. Of navigable rivers she pos- 
sessés only those on her frontiers. But naviga- 
tion on the Danube is largely in the hands of 
foreigners. Servia suffers from lack of railway 
communication with the AdWaftic. 

Servia possesses some 2,250,000 acres of for- 
est, largely of beach, oak, and fir. Her mineral 
resources have been only partially explored and 

still lack development from want of capital. 
Development is also hindered by the lack 
means of communication. The state possesses 
ality of coal and at least one im- 
portant prea mine. Gold, lead, antimony, zinc, 
and #ilver are also mined.

The Mullah is the son of a Somali shep- 
nerd and is about 43 years old. He is almost 
seven feet tall, and consequently of a com- 


manding personality. In 1800 he led a raid 


against a neighboring tribe on the pretext 
that its members had stolen camels from his 
people. He was then an ordinary mullah, of 
priest, but after a number of successful raids 
he proclaimed himself the successor of the 
mahdi, assumed an antagonistic attitude to- 
ward the British protectorate government, 
and announced that he intended to rule the 
interior, leaving the coast to the Europeans. 


Quickly Gains Followers 

Great Britain, with the Boer war on fits 
hands, was unable to furnish sufficient pro- 
tection to the friendly or neutral natives, 
with the result that thousinds of them joined 
the mad mullah. being given the choice of 
doing so or being raided. In March, 1900, 
he attacked an Abyssinian expedition of 1,500 
men sent against him, and although he lost 
2,500 men and retreated, the ferocity of his 
attack inspired Menelik’s troops with such 
a dread of him that no attempt was made to 
pursue him. 

In 1899 he had 3.000 followers, with only 
sixty rifles; three years later he had 40000 
men, a good percentage of them armed with 
rifles taken in raids on caravans. 

One of the mullah's greatest holde over hie 
followers is his religious pretensions. 

At befits a prophet he is surrounded by a 
“sacred guard of picked horsemen, each 
between 20 and 25 years of age over six feet 
in height, and even more fanatica! than the 
leader. 

It ie a paying sort of madness for him As 
a British paper said during the mullah’s last 
campalgn: We have had to pay about 813. 
000,000 for the pleasure of ranning after him 
—and not catching him.“

Court Rules Custom Has Made This as 
Safe a Place, Judicially, as United 
States Treasury. 


New York, Feb. 17.—'* Custom has decided 
that a woman’s pillow is her safe deposit 
vault at night, and as such can be considered 
judicially as safe a place for the security 
of her jewels or other valuables as the vaults 
of the United States treasury.”

An injunction was issued 
a week ago restraining Madden's cohorts 
from interfering: with seven “ insurgent ”’ 
locals of the union. 

Roofers yesterday took action to get more 
money. A notice was sent to the employers 
asking for a wage confe No scale was 
formulated. The present one is & cents an 
hour for foremen and 88 cents for journey- 
men. The union has about 300 members. 

Bricklayers are eliminated from the gen- 
eral chorus of demands for higher wages, 
they having signed up the old agreement, 
which calis for 67% cents an hour, and which 
will run one year. More than 4,000 men are 
affected.
